flies; 13, 340 grasshoppers, 52 bugs, 
3 beetles, 2 wasps, and 1 spider; C, 
S2 beetles, 87 bugs, 984 ants, 1 cricket, 
1 grasshopper, and 2 spiders. 
About 


four-fifths of the total food is grass- 
hoppers, a strong point in favor of this 
bird. Other injurious creatures eaten 
arc billbugs, squanh hugs, leaf-hoppers, 
click beetles (adults of wireworms). 
May beetles (adults of white grubs), 
and weevils. 
Franklin's gull Is prob 


ably the most beneficial bird of Hi 
group.
